AN INTERESTING REPORT 


Is That of the Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General. 

Washington, September 
sistant Postmaster General R. A. Maxwell's 
report for the first fiscal year ended June 
30th last, is one of the earliest to be pre- 
sented, as was the case last year. It indi- 
cates 41,000 new appointments of fourth- 
class postmasters made within the year, 
Only 769 of them having been occasioned 
by death, which is exactly the same num- 
ber of last year. During the year the 
greatest increase in the number of post- 
offices was in Oklahoma—69. Virginia fol- 
lows with 66 and Indian Territory with 60. 
Nineteen states show a decrease in. the 
number of postoffices, the greatest loss 
occurring in Kansas—53, South Carolina 
losing 44 and Iowa and West Virginia 38 
each. Nearly 60,000 complaints regarding 
ordinary mail matter were received and 
disposed of during the year by the inspec- 
tor’s division. 

Under the head of foreign cases the re- 
port emphasizes the superiority of the 
registry system of the United States over 
that of most foreign countries, as exem- 
plified by the records of the New York 
postoffice, where most of the business is 
transacted. 

The concluding pages of the report refer 
to several very important arrests of green 
goods swindlers, resulting in breaking up 
gangs of these criminals at Oakland, Cal.; 
Hillsdale, Mich., and Chicago, lil. The case 
of -Major McDonough, formerly assistant 
superintendent of mails at Boston post- 
office; the arrest of Walter W. Robinson, 
earrier at Yonkers, N. Y., postoffice; the 
arrest and conviction of Elias Wilson, the 
wel'-known colored distributor of mails 
in Chicago postoffice; the apprehension of 
Andrew J. Laird, ex-assistant postmaster 
at LaGrange, Ga.: the breaking up of the 
great swindle disclosure by the arrest of 
John H. Durland, president of the Provi- 
dent Bond.and investment Company, of 
Philadelphia; the conviction of Joseph A. 
Neely, a well-known Chicago attorney, who 
was guilty of giving straw bail; the fraud- 
ulent scheme suppressed in Philadelphia, 
operating under the title of Wells Lumber 
Company, conducted by Charles W. Rowe 
and Henry W. Wells, who were arrested 
in Atlanta: the apprehension of the postage 
stamp counterfeiters who began operations 
in Hamfton, Ont., under the title of. the 
Canadian Novelty and Supply Company; 
the arrest of the three noted postoffice bur- 
glars, Killoran,* Allen and Russel, and a 
number of other noteworthy cases.

To Blow Up the Palace of the Sultan 


with Dynamite. 

London, September 23.—The London St. 
James Gazette today prints a dispatch from 
Constantinople saying that the Turkish po- 
lice officials have discovered a plot among 
Macedonians to destroy, by the use-of dy- 
namite, the Yildiz kiosk, the palace of the 
sultan, and the government buildings. As 
a result of the discovery. the most extensive 
precautions have been taken at the Yildiz 
kiosk to prevent any damage to the palace 
and possible injury to the sultan. 


Work on Pensacola Harbor. 

Washington, September 23.—A delegation 
from Pensacola, Fa., called on General 
Craighill, chief of engineers, today and 
urged him to begin work on Pensacola 
harbor. Genera! Craighill assured them 
that work would be commenced in the near 
future and that in ‘order to expedite it a 
dredge would be obtained from New York. 
The appropriation for the work amounts 
to $100,000.

ORGANIZING THE COUNTRY 


Chairmen Appointed for States to 
Carry on the Work, 


HINRIGHSEN = TALKS =©OF —« CLEVELAND 


Says the President Intended ''o In- 
volve This Country in War with 
Spain and Issue More Bonds, 


Memphis, Tenn., September 23.—The ex- 
ecutive board appointed at the silver con- 
ference in Washington met at the Gayoso 
hotel in this city today for the purpose of 
naming chairmen for the several states 
whose duties it shali be to superintend the 
organization of silver forces with a view 
to securing the control of the democratic 
State, county and national conventions 
next year. The board is:composed of Sen- 
ators Harris, of Tennessee; Jones, of Ar- 
kansas; Turpie, of #£=Indiana; Governor 
Stone, of Missouri; W. H. Hinrichsen, of 
Illinois, and Casey Young, of Tennessee. 
All members were present with the ex- 
ception of Senator Turpie, who was de- 
tained at home. 

When the members of the board met they 
were confronted by a mass of correspond- 
ence relative to men whom it should ap- 
point and the manner in which the cam- 
paign for free silver should be carried 
on in the several states. These letters 
were carefully considered and when ad- 
journment came this evening much of the 
work of perfecting the national silver 
organization was done. Several of the 
state chairmen had been nominated and 
many details decided upon. The names 
of the men who were selected today to 
lead the silver forces were not given out 
however. 

Senator Harris upon this point said: “In 
view of the fact that all of the chairmen 
had not been selected and the organiza- 
tion being therefore only partially per- 
fected, we have decided not to make the 
names of those chosen public. We do 
not care to publish, as the result of this 
meeting, the consummation of only a por- 
tion of the plan decided upon at the Wash- 
ington conference. It’ might convey a 
wrong impression. Within ten days—some 
of the gentlemen think Within a week—we 
will have selected chairmen for all of the 
forty-five states, and will then make their 
names public.” 

Mr. Hinrichsen reiterates his statement 
that Cleveland intended to involve the 
eountry in war with Spain, then get Eng- 
land into it, thereby playing on the patriot- 
ism of the’ country for a third term and 
bonds for those wanting them. 


THOROUGHLY ORGANIZED. 


Senator Butler Says That North Caro- 
lina Has Hundreds of Silver Clubs. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 23.—(Special.)— 

Senator Marion Butler is here to attend 
the state non-partisan silver convention 
on Wednesday. He says all is mere specu- 
lation as to what it will do, that there is 
more individual opinion in the democratic 
party than ever before, opinion which 
amounts to conviction. He says the 
farmers’ sub-alliances have been formed 
into silver clubs and are kept supplied 
with silver literature and that besides ihese 
there are in North Carolina 300 silver clubs 
organized under his directions and made 
up of men of all parties. He declares one 
thing is clear: That the masses are ready 
to get together and will not longer affiliate 
with or support gold bugs. He says there 
ought to be as little friction as possible 
in the convention, the object of the latter 
being to get something done on which all 
silver men can agree and that he Knows 
no one who will cause friction. If Inoney 
were plentiful the attendance at the con- 
vention would be by far the greatest ever 
seen in North Carolina at any political as- 
semblage.

New York, September 23.—The Herald’s

“News comes from Montevideo, Uraguay, 
that great alarm is felt in official circles in 
that republic at the rapid formation of a 
large military company in Buenos Ayres, 
composed mostly of former citiezns of Ura- 
guay and ostensiby organized for the pur- 
pose of aiding the government of Argentina 
in any emergency.

MADE HIM SHUT UP 


Chicago Police Break Mowbray, the 
Anarchist, Off in His Speech. 


HIS TALK WAS TOO. RABID 


Officers Interfered When He Said ‘‘De- 


stroy the Government.” 


THE REDS SWORE AND SHOWED FIGHT 


No Chance Was Allowed the English- 
man To Finish His Talk—Lucy 
Parsons Forbidden To Speak. 


Chicago, September 23.—The portion of 
the address of Mowbray, the’ English an- 
archist, which caused Inspector Schaack 
to call a halt yesterday, was as follows: 

“During the time I am in Chicago, I will 
deal with the principles of communistic 
anarchism and I want to induce my fel- 
lows to join societies and educate and or- 
ganize their brothers. When that is done 
the time is not far distant when oppressed 
mankind will rise, as their forefathers 
did, battling on Bunker Hill, but not under 
the stars and stripes, but undtr the red 
flag of triumph. When the people under- 
stand how td act and live like men—hon- 
est, upright—there will be no need of gov- 
ernment. Destroy the government and you 
will—’’ 

Inspector Schaack and Captain Schuettler 
appeared on the stage at this juncture and 
told Mr. Mowbray to stop, at the same 


' time pushing him toward the edge of the 


platform. 

For a moment violence was imminent, 
\but at the critical moment Carl Misch, 
chairman of the mass meeting, dashed up- 
on the stage and hurling his henchmen to 
one side, cried to them to preserve order. 
On the ground Richard Braunschweig, the 
local agitator, waving his hands and curs- 
ing the police, called on Schaack to lis- 
ten to Mowbray’s explanation. The epeak- 
er was led to the rail, and leaning over 
cried out that he meant that there would 
be no need of a government when people 
learned to control themselves. But the in- 
spector ordered him to desist and the scene

of excitement was renewed. Howls and 


jeers filled the air, and sturdy anarchists 
tried to force Mowbray back to the stand. 
But Captain Schuettler forced him down 


; the steps and once on terra firma the Lon- 


don agitatior sought retirement for a full 
half hour. Captain Misch addressed the as- 
semblage in German, telling them there 
was no appeal from the police, and in the 
midst of the row the band struck up the 
inspiring ‘‘Marseillaise,’”” which was taken 
up by every man on the grounds until there 
was one great chorus, 

It was growing dark by this time and In- 
spector Schaack put a veto on a proposed 
speech by Lucy Parsons. This seemed to 
dampen the ardor of the anarchists, and 
when Mowbray left the grove at 8 o’clock 
the mass meeting resolved itself into a 
picnic.

Some further cheers were made and there 
was a general feeling of happiness and 
jollification. Cuban and American flags 
and buttons were worn by scores of people.

The hotel where the men have been 
stopping was decorated with flags imme- 
diately after the verdict was announced 
and flags were also displayed on private 
buildings.

Oskaloosa, Ia., September 23.—M. E. Stin- 
son, a traveling man, and this wife, were 
found dead from bullet wounds at the 
Asher house yesterday. The double crime 
was committed by Stinson. The woman, 
who was only ‘twenty years old, was recog- 
nized as Miss Arta Moore. whose wealthy 
parents live at Panora, a few. miles from 
Des Moines. She was a member of the 
senior class at Grinnell college, and it 
was not known that she was married. The 
discovery was made today, however, that 
she was secretly married to Stinson Oc- 
tober 14, 1882, by Rev. H. D. Crawford, 
the record being complete. The murderer’s 
home was in Fairfield, la‘, where his 
father ‘was formerly a Rock Island rail- 
road agent. He came here Friday and 
visited friends, while his wife got permis- 
sion from the college president to visit 
here. Stinson met her at ‘the depot.and he 
registered as man and wife. The shots 
were heard by the police, who rushed to 
the room, but both were dead. He had 
shot her and himself while they lay side 
by side. 


| MADE A BREAK FOR LIBERTY 


And Was Riddled with Bullets by the 
Officers. 

Fort White, Fla., September 23.—Joe Jen- 
kins, a negro, was shct and killed by a 
posse this evening while trying to escape. 
On August 12th: Jenkins lured a negro 
woman, named Lizzie Héfll, into the wvods 
and murdered ther. The woman was ac- 
companied by her little girl, and Jenkins 
knocked the child senseless and left ft 
for dead. The child, however, revived and 
returned ‘thorhe the next day and told the 
story. Jenkins fled to Thomasville, Ga., 
where thas was arrested with two other 
negroes, whom he implicated. At the pre- 
liminary hearing ‘this evening the negroes 
accused by Jenkins were discharged. Jen- 
kins then made a break for liberty, but 
was riddled with bullets. He would have 
been lynched anyway, as negroes had 
gathered for that purpose.

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JENKINS SET FREE 


The Case Against Him Given Up for the 
Time Being at Least. 


HIS ARREST SEEMS ILL ADVISED 


He Gave Bond in the Concealed Weap- 
ons Case—It Is Said That tne Ar- 
rest Hurt the Investigation.

After ninety-seven hours’ imprisonment 
H. T. Jenkins, Who was arrested on a 
charge of conspiracy last Thursday night, 
was released, and Walked from the city po- 
ice statton a free man at 7:15 o’clock last 
night. The charge of conspiracy entered 
against him on the station house books was 
virtually withdrawn by yesterday’s devel- 
opments in the case. 

Jenkins was arrested on an allegation 
‘that he had conspired against Detective 
Green Conn, of ‘the detective department, 
attempting to place upon ‘that officer the 
responsib‘iity of the murder of Baker A. 
Bass,. who was k:lled on Ivy street several 
weeks ago. The arrest was made imme- 
diately following the now celehrated semi- 
drama played at a house on McDaniel 
street last Thursday, at which it is claimed 
that Jenkins was ‘heard to say things 
against himself by persons said to have 
been concealed in a closet in the room next 
to fhe one in which Jenk‘ns and a woman 
were. That little seance was intended to 
be a final culmination of the efforts to se- 
cure sufficient evidence ‘to convict Jenkins 
of conspiracy, but from yesterday’s devel- 
opments in the case .'t seems that the affair 
is discountenanced by the real prosecutors 
of the case for Detect've Conn, 

The methods adopted by those at the 
house are said to have been ill-advised and 
a mistake, in fact some of the detectives 
working on tthe Bass case have said that 
the arrest of Jenkins thas resulted in a 
big setback in the work on the case. The 
attorneys for Jenkins claim that their client 
was and ‘s ready for ttrial on any charge 
that the prosecut-on may bring aga.nst 
him, now or in the future. 

The release of Jenkins last night was the 
result of an understanding reached by the 
attorneys for both sides yesterday morn- 
ing. -The prosecuting atturneys agreed to 
withdraw the accusation against Jenkins 
charging him wth a misdemeanor. The at- 
torneys stated that while they would w‘th- 
draw ‘the accusation for the present, it 
was done in order ‘that the evidence in their 
possess:on might not be heralded to ‘the 
world in a justice court, which would not 
be a final ‘hearing of the case. The attor- 
neys sa‘d that for the present tn the inter- 
est of the public ‘who are anxious for the 
Bass mystery to be solved, they would let 
the misdemeanor case rest. 

Jenkins’s attorneys construed that action 
to mean that the prosecution had no evi- 
dence against their client. They state that 
they have repeatedly demanded a tr‘al for 
Jenkins since his incarceration last Thurs-

Spain to prevent any unlawfui cxpeditions 
from reaching Cuba. So far as the enforce- 
4nent of our neutrality laws is concerned, 
this vigilance is well, since we are bound 
to discharge all international obligations to- 
ward Spain, and we might be liable to pay 
damages for injuries resulting from any 
neglect of proper precautions. Three ves- 
sels of the navy, however, have successive- 
lv searched the seas without finding any 
signs of unlawful expeditions from our 
shores. It seems quite as likely now that 
watchfulness may be needed to guard 
against the maltreatment of American citi- 
zens. ‘‘The dirnity of the flag’’ and the 
rights of our countrymen in Cuba should be 
cared for by emphatic instruetions today, 
as they were in 1871. 

This is the point, and we hope that 
the administration understands the sen- 
timent of the country. What President

Marking the Battlefields. 

The Richmond Dispatch has the fol- 
lowing: 

A Washington letter to The Baltimore 
Sun contains a lengthy interview with Con- 
gressman Tazewell Ellett, touching his 
proposition to have congress make an ap- 
propriation to convert the _baftlefields 
around Richmond into public parks. 

Colonel Ellett says the battles that took 
place in the immediate vicinity of Rich- 
mond were just as important events, so far 
as the history of the country is concerned, 
as Chickamauga or any other battle of the 
war. These Richmond battlefields, he 
adds, if properly cared for, will stand for- 
ever as monuments to the valor of the pri- 
vate soldiers who fought upon both sides. 

Colonel Ellett indicated his purpose to 
urge this matter strenuously upon congress, 
and expressed the opinion that it would 
recommend itself to both political parties, 

Congressman Ellett deserves success 
in his patriotic undertaking, and it is to 
be hoped that some of Georgia’s repre- 
sentatives will be equally active in se- 
curing a similar appropriation for the 
battlefields around Atlanta. 

When this city fell the backbone of 
the confederacy was broken, and. 
judged by results, it is not too much to 
Say that the engagements around At- 
lanta and the siege of the city rank 
with the most important battles of the 
war. 

In the northern states every little bat- 
tlefield of the revolution has its monu- 
ment, and congress and the people have 
liberame wontributed to these memorials. 
Already the tourists who come south 
are complaining that «it is diffieult to 
find the sites of the battles around At- 
lanta,,and they are disappointed because 
there are so few traces of our old fo ¢s 
and breastworks. 

If We neglect this matter much longer 
the next generation will bitterly re- 
proach Atlanta for taking so little pains 


and historic past. 
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A Parallel Case. 

We have received from Dr. J. Con- 
gosto, the Spanish consul at’ Philadel- 
phia, a courteous letter in which he 
calls attention to an editorial in The 
Pittsburg Times, which is opposed to 
granting belligerent rights to the 
Cubans. The editorial contains the fol- 
lowing: 

The parallel between France at the out- 
break of the American revolution and the 
United States now, as drawn by a repre- 
sentative of the Cubans, ts greatly mislead- 
ing, for France then had her revenge to 
wreak upon England through her revolted 
colonies, while we have none to wreak upun 
Spain, and as to the comparative fitness 
of the Americans for self-rule then and the 
Cubans now, the less Said the kindlier. It 
is a mistake to Suppose that this country 
is opposed to liberty in refusing to grant 
them belligerent rights. It is opposed to 
involving itself in complications with Spain 
Without reasonable certainty that the re- 
Sulting good will justify it. 

The consul indorses this view, and 
claims that some of the newspaper ar- 
ticles on the opposite line are calculated 
to mislead and prejudice American 
readers, | 

We are perfectly willing to present 
the Spanish side of the question, but 
It is fair to Say that our people have 
been studying the Cuban matter for 
the past two generations, and they are 
not likely to have any new light thrown 
upon the situation. Nor will] it be easy 
to convince them that Cuba is not sit- 
uated just as the American colonies were 
When France came to their aid, and 
helped them achieve independence. 
Like our colonists. the Cubans are op- 
pressed and taxed to death by a mon- 
archy thousands of miles away over the 
ocean. Like our colonists, the Cubans 
are inhumanly treated by the mother 
country. So far the parallel is complete, 
The Pittsburg Times is right when it 
Says that France came to our aid be- 
cause she had her revenge to .wreak 
upon England, but it might have added 
that our government has never been 


Satisfied with Spain’s action in recog- 
nizing the belligerency of the confed- 
eracy, and her treatment of America 
citizens for many years has excited the 
just indignation of our people, and has 
kept our department of state busy in 
trying to secure proper redress and 
reparation. 

But we do not advocate the recogni- 
tion of Cuba’s belligerent rights as an 
unfriendly act toward Spain. We Claim 
that we are bound in common human- 
ity to interfere to protect the insurgents 
against the wholesale slaughter with 
which they are threatened in defiance of 
the rules of civilized warfare. And we 
aiso take the position that we are bound 
to encourage our sister republics and 
the colonies in this hemisphere which 
are struggling to free themselves from 
Enropean imperialism. 

This view is entertained by the great 
majority of our people, as has been 
proven. by the utterances of the press, 


the expressions of our congressmen, the 


to preserve the memories of her heroic | 


immense demonstration in Chicago, and 
the eagerness of our citizens to sign 
Cuban petitions asking our government 
to recognize their belligerency. 

It strikes us that our republic cannot 
hold back much longer without dis- 
gracing itself. In England surprise is 
expressed at our tardiness in coming to 
the relief of Cuba, and in this country 
there is a clamorous demand for the 
administration to take prompt and vig- 
orous action. 

We are of the opinion that when con- 
gress meets some of the tories and 
sycophants who edit newspapers in this 
country will have occasion to complain 
very loudly that that body is composed 
of a desperate crowd of jingoes. If 
sympathy for the Cubans in their strug- 
gle for freedom means jingoism, the 
Godkins and others of that kidney may 
as well make up their minds that the 
people of this country are all jingoes, 

By the time congress meets the mem- 
bers of that body will have no doubt of 
the state of public opinion among their 
constituents on the Cuban question, and, 
unless they are unfaithful to their trust 
as representative Americans, they will 
lose no time in recognizing the belliger- 
ent rights of the struggling Cuban pa- 
triot’. 

The saving grace of freedom and lib- 
erty is that they cannot shut themselves 
in nor build a wall around themselves. 
It is a part of the destiny of the Ameri- 
‘an republic—untless It is to be controlled 
by the yardstick and the counting room 
—to lend its sympathy, if not its active 
aid, to all people everywhere who are 
making an earnest and intelligent ef- 
fort to free themselves from oppression. 

We have built up a mighty republic 
here {in which the people are the rulers. 
We cannot afford to withhold our aid 
and Sympathy from other people who 
are striving to free themselves from the 
bondage of monarchs. In the throes of 
our own struggle a sister nation extend- 
ed aid that was a material aid to our 
success, ’ 

We cannot afford to fall short of our 
destiny. We must. continue to live up 
to our own ideals of free government, 
and, in order to do that, we must lend a 
helping hand to all who are struggling 
for freedom.

She 
introduces her subject by speaking of the 
experiences of a clergyman who had almost 
died, and who had declared that he had 
seen the forms and heard the voices of 
relatives and friends who had gone before. 
Then she gives her own personal ex peri- 
ence, recounting how she was taken ill last 
spring in the Blaine mansion in Washing- 
ton and her intense feeling that her friends 
would be shocked when they broke open 
the door and found her dead upon the floor. 
She recalled losing consciousness, and after 
a long blank saw both of her brothers, 
Brown and Stanwood Dodge, deceased, and 
declares they conversed with the natural- 
ness of life. She tried in vain to speak to 
them, she says, but was unable to utter a 
syllable. She could realize all that was go- 
ing on about her, but was spellbound, and 
she concludes with the thought that all. is 
beautiful in death.

A Chat About the Prominent Candi- 
dates Here Saturday. 

The governors have gone. All of them 
seemed to have had a good time in At- 
lanta, and some of them may return be- 
fore the exposition ends. Certainly the 
majority of staff officers enjoyed their 
visit. 

“Tl expect to return later, after the ex- 
position is in thorough order, and shall 
bring Mrs. Morton,” said the governor of 
New York just before leaving yesterday 
afternoon. 

With him will probably come some of 
his personal and political friends in New 
York. The little party will come in Novem- 
ber or December and spend several days. 

Governor Morton is a recognized candi- 
date for the republican presidential nomi- 
nation. His New York friends, who are 
devoted ‘to him persomally as well as politic- 
ally, have already launched his boom and 
push it along whenever opportunity occurs. 
They are enthusiastic in their advocacy 
of him. Governor Morton himself is a 
very quiet and modest gentleman, and 
made many close personal friends during 
his brief visit to Atlanta. He and Governor 
McKinley, being rival candidates for the 
republican nomination, were naturally the 
most conspicuous figures among the gov- 
ernors. Both were at the Chickamauga 
park celebration before. coming here, and 
both are naturally taking atdvantage of 
every opportunity to popularize themsves. 

While the votes of the southern states 
don’t count for the republican candidate 
in a presidential election, they count in the 


naturally want them. It is, however, too 
early to make predictions as to which 
candidate will get these votes. McKinley 
has always been popular with southern 
republicans, and personally with southern 
democrats. Both at Chattanooga and here 
hd added ‘to that popularity, as he always 
does when he meets people. He is a won- 
derfully magnetic man, not to speak of 
his splendid personal appearamce. The 
figure he cut in ‘the Chattanooga parade, 
riding in advance of his staff and the 
crack Ohio cavalry troop, caused him to 
be the recipient of more applause than 
any other one figure in the procession. 

McKinley, unlike Morton, knows how to 
arouse the enthusiasm of a crowd. Besides 
being a broad man he is a great orator, a 
quality which Governor Morton lacks. 
However, the natural enthusiasm the New 
Yorkers demonstrate for their governor 
arouses it in others, and Morton as well 
as McKinley was cheered everywhere he 
appeared here on Saturday. 


Another governor who made a decided 
hit in Atlanta, so to speak, was Governor 
McIntire of Colorado. The youngest of all 
the visiting governors, every one who met 
him and talked with him agreed that he 
was one of the strongest men among the 
visiting figures. 

Governor McIntire is a strong advocate 
of ‘the free coinage of silver, but he came 
east to meet the people and see what 
there is in the country, and modestly de- 
clined to enter into political arguments or 
discussions. ee » 

Among all the scenes, fetes and events 
of Saturday evening there was none to 
equal the gathering at the Capital City 
Club, after the governors’ banquet, to hear

‘“‘Well, everybody up there was lying, and 
I had to do a little myself. 

“T was standing by the raflroad station 
at the foot of one of the hills when an old 
veteran accosted me and asked if I knew 
when the next train left for Rome. 

“ ‘No,’ said I, ‘this is the first time I 
have been here in thirty-two years,and, my 


‘friend, when I stand here and look upon 


this hill, recalling the charge I made up 
it through a shower of shot and shell, how 
I dashed my ‘horse righit ‘through a federal 
battery, leaping seven different cannon 
and emerged from a shower of bullets un- 
scatthed, I wonder ‘that I am alive today.’ 

“As the old fellow listened to my story. 
his eyes filled with tears. He walked up 
and, putting his arm about me, said: 

“ ‘Young man, you were spafed for some 
great purpose.’ ”’ 


“Perhaps you think it’s to be senator 
from Mississippi,”” said Mr. Fleming du- 
Bignon sotto: voce.

And, 
you know, I didn’t want to acknowledge 
that I was not a senator; so I simply paid 
it and said nothing. That’s a nice young 
man, that hotel clerk, but he has rather 
extravagant notions.”’

Hope and Aspiration for the Negro. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

No one of the addresses at the opening of 
the Atlanta exposition has attracted so 
much atention as that of Principal B. T. 
Washington, of the Tuskegee Normal In- 
dustrial and Training school. Clark How- 
ell, of The Atlanta Constitution, is ceport- 
ed as saying: ‘“‘That speech marks distinct- 
ly a turning point in the progress of the: 
negro race. I do not think it saying too 
much to call that address a revelation. The 
fact is,’’ he added, “‘the speech might well 
be regarded a platform upon which the 
whites and the blacks of each race can 
stand with full justice to each.”’ 

As Mrs. Joseph Thompson, president of 
the board of woman’s management, in her 
altogether admirable address, had so well 
pointed out, the supreme uses of such expo- 
sitions are in their fitness to awaken and 
ilume “hope and asptration.”’ 

There is no one to whom hope and cspi- 
rations are not a necessity to his being; at 
any rate, a necessity to his well being; and 
at the present time there is no <class of 
Americans to whom this seems to be so es- 
pecially needful as the colored people of the 
country, in the south and in the north 
alike. And the keynote of Principal Wash- 
ington’s address was its appeal to hope, hig 
justification of an invincible spirit of as- 
piration on the part of the people cf his 
own race—beginning right where they are. 

One-half of the population of the suuth 
is of- the negro race. They are as Amer- 
ican as anybody else, and are there to re- 
main. As true as nature itsekt was what 
Mr. Washington said of the inevitable in- 
terlactng of the industrial, commercial, civil 
and religious life of the one people with the 
other. Though they are in certain re- 
spects separate as the fingers, they could 
not help being ‘one as the hand. There was 
no security for either of them except in the 
highest intelligence of all. 

The address throughout was faultless in 
respect of good taste, and in every particu- 
lar singularly pertinent and appropriate. 
Without a particle of highfalutin, it was as 
self-respecting as it was respectful; as 
modest as it was manly; as simple and dig- 
nified in statement as * was clear-seeing 
and far-seeing in its apprehension of the 
actual conditions of the problem.

conductor for passage an excursion ticket 
sold at Denver in December, i894, by the 
Denver atid Rio Grande Railroad Company 
for the use of J. H. Frerichs, for San Diego 
and return via Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
and Portland to St. Paul. 

“Forman was employed in a scalper’s of- 
fice in Los Angeles, and the scalper gave 
him the ticket to see if the Southern Pa- 
cific Company’s conductor would honor the 
same out of Los Angeles. : ; 

“Owing to the fact that the contract of 
the ticket was one of the non-transferable 
form, the conductor lifted the ticket and 
put Forman off the train at a small station 


| ninety miles north of Los Angeles. 


‘On Forman’s return to Los Angeles he 
had the conductor, Hugh Byrne, arrested 
for larceny. The scalping fraternity of Los 
Angeles backed the case on thre grounds 


| that the Southern Pacific had only the right 


to lift their own coupons, and not those of 
connecting lines. 

“Conductor Byrne was tried by a jury 
and, after the case was submitted, the jury 
promptly brought in a verdict of acquittal,

ground, 
An Inquest Held. 


Coroner Paden was notified of the suicide 
yesterday morning and he at once took 
charge of the body, summoning a jury of 
inquest. The jury met at Patterson’s ai 
1:30 o’clock and there held an inquest. A 
number of witnesses were introduced, the 
evidence being in accordance with the facts 
stated. The jury reached a verdict that 
Tupper came to his death by a pistol wound 
inflicted by his own hand. 

The witnesses were Dr. Goldsmith, De- 
tectives Green and Wooten, Frank Steele, 
the porter, and Mr. Fraser, cashier of the 
Queen Insurance Co. None of the witness- 
es Knew the dead man. 


His Brother Notified. 


Mr. S. Y. Tupper, the dead man’s brother, 
went to Virginia several days ago. Yester- 
day he was in Washington and he was tel- 
egraphed there yesterday morning. During 
the day telegrams were received from him 
stating that he would leave for home last 
He telegraphed that the body should 
be sent to Charleston and will join the 
party at Augusta this morning. 

Kirby Tupper was a married man, hav- 
ing a wife and two children in Charleston. 
His wife and two brothers in Charleston 
were telegraphed yesterday. 

Mr. Tupper had friends in Atlanta and 
they took charge of his body and attended 
to the mecessary details. He came here to 
assist in the work occasioned in the cus- 
toms office in Charleston since the be- 
ginning of the present administration and 
had a creditable reputation with the gov- 
ernment. So far as known he stands in the 
best esteem of his superiors. 


His Friends Are Puzzled. 


None of Tupper’s friends in the city gave 
any explanation of his act yesterday. All 
6f them said that they knew of no reason 
why he should kill himself. He enjoyed a 
good salary and, so far as known, his per- 
sonal affairs are in the best of shape. It 
seems that the contents of the letter ad- 
dressed to his brother will alone explain 
the rash act. 

The coroner’s jury consisted of Mr. H. C. 
Stockdell, foreman, Dr. C.. R. Giles, C. C. 
Fleming, John C. Ruse, B. H. Abrams 
and W. F. Prioleau. The verdict was as 
follows: 

“We, the jury impaneled and sworn to 
inquire into the death of Kirby 8S. Tupper, 
now lying dead before us, find from the 
evidence of witnesses that said Kirby 8S. 
Tupper came to his death fro:n a wound 
inflicted on his person by a pistol in his 


own hands.

Charleston, S. C., September 23.—(Special.) 
The news of the suicide in Atlanta of Kir- 
by Tupper was a shock to this commun'ty, 
where ‘he was very popular. Mr. Tupper 
was deputy collector of the port of Charles- 
ton. He was a son df 'the late Hon. Samuel 
Y. Tupper, president of the chamber of 
commerce, and was educated at the 
Charleston college. He was named for 
General K'rby Smith, ‘the confederate gen- 
eral, on. whose staff this father served for 
some time in Virginia during the war. He 
had inherited and acquired ‘talents of a 
high order, especially as an orator, in the 
domain of which ‘the had unusual accom- 
plishments. 

For some ‘time Kirby Tupper commanded 
the Carolina Light infantry, and was al- 
Ways conspicuous in conventions and po- 
litical ‘movements. He was at one time a 
member ‘of the legislature for Charleston 
county. His amanners 'were graceful and 
suave and his sarcasm and repartee never 
without a sharp point. He was a rising 
young man. . He leaves a widow and two 
children. His death will have an important 
bearing upon the approaching mun‘cipal 
election as he was ‘the po tical lieutenant 
of Collector George D. Bryan, who is run- 
ning for the mayoralty and had great in- 
fluence in tthe ranks of ‘tthe democratic 
party.

-APTER PINKERTONS. 


Local Labor Men To Enjoin the City 
from Employing Pinkerton Men. 


> 


CHAIRMAN JOHNSON’S POSITION 


He Could Not Take Action Without a 
Meeting of;the Board, and It 
Seems To Be Divided. 


A special committee from the Federation 
of Trades, represented by its attorneys, 
Mr. Burton Smith and Mr. Shepard Bry- 
an, will file an application for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Atlanta police depart- 
ment from employing foreign detectives or 
police officers. The action of the Federa- 
tion of Trades is aimed at the recent action 
of the police board in securing Pinkerton 
detectives to work here during the exposi- 
tion .—° 

The laboring men’s committee called on 
Chairman- Johnson, of the police board, 
last night and the result of the conference - 
was very unsatisfactory to them, so much 
so that the committee decided afterwards 
to at once apply for the restraining order. 
It seems that the police board was unwill- 
ing to recede from its action in employing 
the Pinkerton men and that the board -will 
test the matter in the courts. 

The question came up at a meeting of the 
Federation held last Friday night. At that 
meeting a resolution condemning the ap- 
pointment of Pinkerton men as members of. 
the Atlanta police department was adopted 
and a committee was appointed to take 
the matter up with Chairman Johnson, of 
the police board. The committee called on 
Chairman Johnson Saturday morning and 
laid the matter before him for considera- 
tion and reply. The chairman referred the 
Aftorney Anderson, who 
submitted an opinion on the points of law 
Suggested by the committee. 

The (Federaticm committee raised the 
point that it was illegal for the police 
board or any other lawful authority to 
import detectives, sheriffs, constables, po- 
licemen or other peace officers to the state. 
The committee claimed that the bringing 
of the Pinkerton men was @ violation of 
the state law prohibiting the importation 
of men to perform police officers’ duties 
and the committee requested that the city 
live up to the law. It wanted the police 
board to discharge the Pinkerton men and 
observe what the committee claimed is a 
state law. 

City Attorney ‘Anderson rendered an 
opinion to the effect that the city had 
the right to bring men here in cases of 
unusual disturbance and he stated that the 
‘xposition period was one of thut kind. 
He said that the law would be unreasona- 
bly construed if the police department 
could not bring to the city a man from 
other cities who could assist in pointing 
out the many crooks and suspicious char- 
acters that would be brought to the city 
with the exposition. 

Those facts were printed in yesterday’s 
Constitution. It was said in that issue that 
the labor men would push the matter and 
do everything Y their power tuo prevent 
the police department from maintaining a 
Pinkerton service during the exposition or 
during any. other time. 

Wouldn’t Sing the Call. 

It seems that the police board is di- 
vided on the subjact.. Chairman Johnson 
and Mr. Brotherton and Mayor King favor 
a strict compliance of the state and city 
laws on the subject, whatever the laws 
may be. Mr. Branan and Captain English 
lesent the contention of the labor men and 
claim that the city has the right to bring 
Pinkerton men or any other mén here that 
it seés fit to. The latter gentlemen ex- 
pressed themselves accordingly to Chair- 
man Johnson last night when the commit- 
tee called cn him. Mr. Veiable could not 
be reached by telephone, but it is said that 
he looks at the matter as do Mr. Branan 
and Captain English. When the sentiment 
of the members of the board was learned 
Chairman Johnson told the committee that 
the only recourse would be to bring the 
“matter before the board at its next meet- 
ing, a majority of the board having fail- 
ed to sign a call tor a special meeting of 
the board to consider the matter yester- 


day. 
What the Committee Said. 


The labor committee considered the mat- 
ter and decided unanimously to go at 
Once to the courts and fight the matter 
out there. Last night the committee cali- 
ed on a Constitution representative and 
said that it would file a petition for an 
injunction, through its lawyers, eariy to- 
day, restraining the police department 
from employing Pinkerton or other detec- 
tives. 

The committee said that there were men 
on the regular police force who were not 
eligible and that the labor men would in- 
sist that every one .of them be discharged. 
The city. ordinances, so the committee 
claimeg, require applicants of the police 
force to have been residents of the city 
for at least twelve months before they can 
be eligible for positions on the force. 

The state gw on which the labor com- 
mittee bases its action was adopted by 
the general assembly of Georgia in lsu. 
It is an act to regulate the appointment of 
special deguty sheriffs, special constables, 
marshals, policemen or other peace officers 
or detectives in the state and for othet 
purposes. 

The law follows: 

‘Regulating Appointment of Peace Offi- 
cers and Detectives. No. 263.—An act to 
regulate the appointment of special deputy 
sheriffs, special constables, marshals, po- 
licemen or other peace officers, or detec- 
tives in the state, and for other purposes. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia and it is hereby en- 
acted«by authority of the same, that no 
sheriff of a county, mayor of a city or other 
person authorized by law to appoint spccial 
deputy sheriffs, special constables, mar- 
shals, policemen or other peace officers or 
detectives in this state, to preserve the 
public peace and prevent or detect crime, 
shall hereafter appoint as such special dep- 
uty, special constable, marshal, policeman 
or other peace officer or detective; any per- 
son who is not a citizen of this state, and 
no person shall assume or exercise such 
functions, powers, dutigs or privileges in- 
cident and belonging to ¢he office of special 
deputy, sheriff, special constable, marshal 
or policeman or other peace officer or de- 
tective, without first having received his 
appointment in writing from the lawfully 
constituted authorities of the state. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid that any person or per- 
sons who shall, without due authority, ex- 
ercise, or attempt to exercise, the functions 
of, or hold himself or themselves, out to 
any one as a deputy sheriff, marshal, po- 
liceman, constable, or other peace officer 
or detective, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and- on conviction thereof 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 
4310 of the code of 1882, provided that noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to in- 
terfere with the police powers granted to 
conductors of passenger trains, provided 
further, that this act shall not apply in 
times of riot or unusual! disturbances or in 
other instances now provided for by law. 

‘Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed. Approved De- 
cember 30, 1890.” 

The City Ordinance. 


The city ardinance on which the labor 
committee bases its complaint regarding 
the police force follows: 

City Code, 1891, og 306—"‘Section 882. 
That no person shall be eligible to a posi- 
tion on the police force unless he shall 
have resided continuously in Tie city limits 
for twelve months next preceding his ap- 
plication, accompanied by the tax collec- 
tor’s receipt or certificate that all taxes re- 
quired of him have been paid for the year 
preceding the election.”

The Tax Collector Is Figuring on the 
Checks He Has Received. 


THE COLLECTIONS ARE LARGE 


There May Be Another Meeting of the 
General Council This Afternoon, 
but No Call Has Been Issued. 


City Tax Collector Payne and his depu- 
ties are now busy trying to find out the 
amount of money that has been paid in 
since the collection of taxes began. 

Just now he ts figuring on the checks 
that came in Friday and Saturday, all 
bearing the date and postmark of the wth, 
the last day for the payment of taxes. 
This, of itself, is no little tagk, and at the 
same time it is very slow work. That a 
check bears date of the 20th is now evidence 
within itself that it was written on that 
day, and if it is aseertained that it was not 
written on that day it will be thrown out 
and the taxpayer who sent it will be re- 
quired to pay the amount of his taxes with 
costs added. 

One of the biggest helps the tax collector 
and his deputies have is the envelope in 
which the check came through the mail. If 
the stamp on the envelope shows that the 
letter was really in transit on the 20th the 
collector and his assistants call it a pay- 
ment, but if that same mark, made on it 
by the postoffice department, shows that it 
did not begin to move through the mai) un- 
til the morning of the 2lst, it is returned to 
the party. who wrote the check. It will 
take Mr. Payne and his assistants today 
to complete that work and then they will 
begin working on the report he will make 
to the general council at its next meeting. 
The indications are that that report when 
completed will show that Mr. Payne has 
taken in more money since he opened his 
office for the collection of taxes than any 
of his predecossors. 

A Joint Session Today. 

That ordinance drawn and introduced by 
Mr. Hirsch at the last meeting of the gen- 
eral council calling for changes in the Man- 
ner in which prisoners convicted in the

TOM BUSSEY BURIED. 


HIS REMAINS LAID TO REST AT 
MARIETTA YESTERDAY. 


He Was Famous as an Engineer and 
One of the Most Popular 
in the South. 
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The death of Thomas A. Bussey, perhaps 
the most popular engineer of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, has been a great 
shock to nis hundreds of friends. 

There is hardly a woman or child between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga who did not 
know the happy hearted engineer. For 
more than ten years he has run the pas- 
senger train between Atlanta and Mari- 
etta, and thére was never an engineer 
who had mcre friends. He was a man 
who never thought of himself, but was 
mcre than contented if he could make a 
friend happy. 

His home in Marietta is one of the larg- 
est, pretticst and most valuable in the 
town, and his doors were always open to 
visitors. He was a constant entertainer, 
and hardly ever came off his run without 
being accompanied by two or three fMends. 
He left his family in good circumstances, 
due to the savings of his many years as 
an engineer. 

Thomas Bussey was one of the oldest en- 
gineers on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and one of the most careful and 
reliable. 

He has had numerous hair-breadth es- 
capes and wore several scars, the marks 
Probably his 
mest marvelous escape was at boyce sta- 
tion, several miles this sid¢ of Chatta- 
nooga. A misplaced switch ran his train 
into several heavy loaded boxcars stand- 
ing on a sidetrack while his train was go- 
ing at full speed. The engine was smash- 
ed into a hundred pieces, but Tom Bussey 
escaped with light injury. Another acci- 
dent, which caused him to break his leg, 
was while turning his engine on the turn- 
table at Marietta. It ran off the track 
and he jumped from his cab, breaking his 
leg as he did so. 

While he was still on crutches from his

Flannaghan says 
that God gave him his power. 

The negro is here with Mr. Clifton New- 
ton, of Demopolis, Ala., who says of Flan- 
naghan: 

“The negroes in the section of Alabama 
where he came from believe that he is in- 
flicted with a devil and will have nothing 
to do with him. He cannot tell one figure 
from another on paper.”

The fact 
is that no business is more nearly safe and 
more sensible than the studious purchase 
and sale of established securities. This is 
the largest source of profit from the use of 
money by insurance companies, trust com- 
panies, bankers and capitalists. If one un- 
dertakes the manufacture of iron he must 
have an extensive plant, and realize profits 
probably three of four years out of ten. if 
he own any other manufactory, he must 
stand continuous repairs and perpetual 
shrinkage, and must make his money only 
at long intervals. If he deals in securities, 
he needs no plant, and should have no rem- 
nants at the end of the year. He can close 
out his stock in trade almost within an 
hour. The fact is, mere machinery does not 
make money. -~ Wealth results from the 
achievements of mankind with the products 
of the earth, but each individual's acqui- 
sition thereof must come mainly, not from 
manufactories, not from salaries nor per- 
sonal ¢ffort, but from a position which will 
realize from the tendency of the times and 
the grywth of the country. 

We are now ata juncture in financial his- 
tory when wvecurities should be bought. An 
era of confidence is dawning in all coun- 
tries, und will have international develop- 
ment. The world’s output of gold is in- 
creasing, and a long era of expanding val- 
ues measured by gold is opening before -us. 
The money which was forced out of se- 
curitiey and ventures by international pan- 
ic has now begun its return flow in irresist- 
ible outward movement from vaults into 
ventures.

Another Commissioner from Venezuela 


Will Arrive This Morning. 


THE LIGHT THAT FAILED ON THE LAKE 


The Electric Fountain Has Not Yet 
Been Placed in Shape—Water Facil- 
ities Will Be Arranged Today. 


The second week of the exposition opened 
up with an attendance unexpected. 

In spite of the torrid touch of the swel- 
tering sun a great crowd made its way to 
the Magic City yesterday and remained 
there to inspect and perspire. 

With the advent of the cold wave, or 
rather cooler wave, this morning the people 
will gather at the grounds and the present 
week promises to be remarkable in point of 
attendance. But the singular fact just 
now is the indifference of the Atlanta peo- 
ple thus far towards the exposition. There 
is now current an idea that the fair is in 
no shape for sight seeing and that its in- 
complete condition makes it not worth the 
while to take the trip. Then, too, the 
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weather has been a factor in preventing 
the attendance of the people of Atlanta, 
and this, more than anything else, has 
been the cause of the apparent apathy. 

With the coming of cooler days, and with 
the assurance that there is more to be 
seen at the exposition grounds than was 
ever dreamed of in the lore of the average 
Atlantian, the people will go out. 

The thousands that have thus far seen 
the show are mainly, visitors from _ the 
north. Many of them came with the idea 
of spending only a day here after the 
events at Louisville, Chickamauga and 
Knoxville, but the sight of the grounds and 
the realization that this was one of the 
largest expositions in the history of the 
United States caused them to quickly 
change their minds. Early yesterday morn- 
ing all the conveyances going to the 
grounds were packed. Crowded car after 
car on the Consolidated shot out and the 
scene at the terminals of the Southern was 
lively. 

A casual look over the exposition grounds 
yesterday was convincive of a scanty at- 
tendance, but a more careful observation 
revealed a condition otherwise. As soon 
as the people arrived on the grounds there 
was a rush for the buildings and there they 
remained seeking some cool spot or vigor- 
ously applying their fans. 

But today will be cooler. A Manitoba 
blizzard is en route and it is probable that 
Overcoats will be unpacked during the next 
few days. , : 

Water, Water Everywhere. 

When Mr. Alex Smith takes charge as 
director general this morning his first work 
will be to see to the placing and arrange- 
ment of a number of hydrants in different 
parts of the grounds. There has been a 
general kick since the opening of the expo- 
sion over the scarcity of the water supply 
for drinking purposes. It is said that the 
water of Clara Meer contains too many 
mosquitoes and for this reason the people 
have not been inclined to quaff from its 
placid depth. The woeful scarcity of water 
has driven the more temperate visitors to 
drink and the beer gardens have flourished. 

But this will all be obviated this morning 
and a full supply of hydrants will be placed 
in all directions about the grounds. 

“I have arranged,” said Mr. Smith fast 
night, “to have the plugs set this morning 
and there need be no more kicking in this 
respect.’’ 

The Light That Failed. 

Grand, gloomy and peculiar the big 
mound built in the middle of Clara Meer, 
known in common parlance as the electric 
fountain, looms up in all its pristine glory. 


It is suggestive of a volcano extinct and 
exhausted. 

Sometimes the electric fountain will 
play. Sometimes it will sparkle and shine. 
Sometimes it will add to the ni#‘ht scenes. 
Sometimes the crowd will stand in awe at 
its beauty. It was built for this. 

Last night the fountain did not sparkle. 
It is probable that the machinery will be 
completed some time this week. Accord- 
ing to the statement of one of the chiefs, 
this machinery has not yet arrived. When 
ft has all arrived, and when the workmen 
have placed it in shape, and when the 
current .ts turned on, then this fountain 
will sparkle. 


Another from Venezuela.

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COOLER DAYS NOW 


The Backbone of ths Hot Wave Has at 
Last Been Broken. 


TODAY WILL BE PLEASANT 


It Is Probable That the Cool Weather 
Is a Forerunner of a Pleasant ana 
Invigorating Fall Season. 


Snowing in Wyoming, freezing in Colo- 
rado and sweltering hot in Georgia—that is 
the story told from the weather bureau 
last night. 

But Atlantians need not despair, for 
when they wake up this morning a vast 
difference in the condition of the atmos- 
phere will be immediately felt. Instead of 
being exceedingly hot, as it has been for 
several days, the air will be much cooler 
and more refreshing. 

Last Saturday night the backbone of 
the hot wave was broken, and like a breeze 
from the rolling Pacific a cool Wave Was 
born in the extreme northwest and has 
been constantly coming in this direction 
for the past twenty-four hours. It is 
probable that the wave has been without 
precedence. “This is true for many years 
back. The thermometer fell like lead in 
many places, and sweltering in the heat 
one minute, the next moment furs and 
blankets were in demand. 

Sunday dawned clear and exceeding hot 
in the city of Des Moines. The sun came 
down from a cloudless sky and the in- 
habitants of the town suffered from the 
intense heat. About noon the sky became 
overcast, and in fifteen minutes the mer- 
cury had fallen $2 degrees, and 
has been continually falling since then. 
Like the drop of a time ball the thermome- 
ter fell and at 1 o'clock it was freezing. 
Then followed a regular blizzard. 

In Omaha the cold wave reached town 
Saturday night and when the heat stricken 
city awaked Sunday morning the people 
were surprised to find the ground covered 
with snow and the weathers bitter cold. A 
blizzard accompanied by heavy snow 
struck Buffalo, Wy., Sunday mornirg. 
Dispatches from that point to weather 
officials state that settlers have never ex- 
perienced such a severe blizzard in that 
pection. 

While the people kicked at the warm 
weather in Atlanta yesterday, the people 
in Denver mourned the loss of their fruit 
trees and other crops. While the thermom- 
eter played around the century mark here 
yesterday, the white snow banked and 
drifted in Colorado and made traveling 
very hazardous. Last night nearly all 
western points reported that a _ killing 
frost was in sight and would probably fail 
during the night. These reports are not 
exaggerated, but are official. 

The general cold wave was first noticed 
early Sunday morning, and steadily since 
it has been making its way towards the 
Atlantic. The northern portion of Texas 
has been reached and possibly the south- 
ern portion of the state is now under touch 
of cooler conditions. St. Louis was reach- 
ed yesterday and Memphis and Nasgliville 
registered cooler in the afternoon. This 
morning the weather will be cooler in 
Atlanta. It can’t be said just how cool it 


‘will be or how many degrees the mercury 


will fall. The strength of the wave may 
be considerably weakened before Atlanta 
is reached, or, on the other hand, it may 
be intensified. It is very probable, how- 
ever, that heavy showers may fall, and 
this in itself will have the tendency to 
cool the air and render existence more 
tolerable. 

This morning is expected to be cloudy, 
and occasional showers are looked for. 
The air will be cooler this afternoon than it 
is this morning and by tonight it is ex- 
pected that it will be just as pleasant as 
could be desired. 

No one need be alarmed and get out 
overcoats for the weather is only to be 
cooler, not colder. There is no occasion 
for alarm and Uncle Sam will see that we 
do not suffer on account of the bitter 
cold. 


THE WEATHER REPORT. | 


The most noticeable feature of yester- 
day’s weather condition was the extreme 
high temperature prevailing over the east- 
ern guif and Atlantic states, and the low 
temperatures prevailing in the Ohio valley, 
lake regions and the country west of the 
Mississippi river. At 8 o’clock p. m., the 
mercury was ranging between 78 and &8 
degrees in the east gulf and Atlantic states, 
while over at Memphis the temperature 
was already down to 60 degrees and at St. 
Louis 62 aegrees. Further to the north 
and west stil lower temperatures were re- 
ported. An anti-cyclonic area covered the 
central valleys, while an area of compara- 
tively low pressure extended over the gulf 
and Atlantic states, with its center near 
New York city. Another area of low was 
just making its appearance in the extreme 
northwest. There was yesterday very little 
rainfall except at Fort Smith, Ark., and 
several points near the western gulf coast. 

For Georgia today: Fair, followed by lo- 
cal thunder storms in the western portion 
tonight. Cooler in northern and western 
poritons.

Two interesting warrants were heard in 
the justice court of Judge Foute yesterday 


ferencon. 

One warrant was sworn out by Dr. H. 
fozely against Mr. J. W. Koberts, and 
the other was sworn out by Mr. J. W. 
Roberts against Dr. HH. Mozely. 

The cases were reached late yesterday 
afternoon anc the first one called was that 
of Mozely vs. Roberts, in which the charge 
of an assault with intemt to murder was 
written on the warrant. Next in order, 
the case of Roberts vu. Mozely was tried. 
In both eases the defendants were bound 
over to answer in the eriminal court of 
Atlanta. 

The grounds on Which the warrants were 
taken out were due directly to a fight in 
which both ‘Dr. Mozely and Mr. Roberts 
is said to have engaged, and indirectly to 
a flashy colored showbill that hangs on 
the wall of a board on Mf\,son street. 

The story as was told in the courtroom 
yesterday showed that a large poster ad- 
vertisine a coming attraction had been 
placed on the wall of a fence on Madison 
street, where many gazed upon the fea- 
tures of the picture. Late Sacurday after- 
nocn it was shown that Dr. Mczely passed 
along the street in his buggy, and with 
him was a young man, It is. alleged that 
the bugzy was stopped at thé fence on 
which was the lithograph, and Mr. lhoberts, 
who lives nearby, claims that the young 
man punched holes in the pretty picture 
with a small care he carried in his hand, 
Mr. Roberts says he told the young man 
the police would get him sf he stuck holes 
in the paper. 

The advice was resented, so it is claim- 
ed, and from hot words the quarrel grew 
into a fight. From the evidence, both Dr. 
Mozely and Mr. Roberts engaged in the 
fight, and the warrants taken out yester- 
day was the result of the trouble. 

Just after the tight Saturday afternoon 
charges were pr~crred agaist the par- 
ticipants by the police, and after giving 
them a copy of charges, they were notified 
to appear as defendants in the city court. 
The case has as yet not been reached, and 
is still pending. After this the Warrants 
were sworn out in the justice court, which 
resulted, as above stated, in the binding 
over of both parties. 

The question at stake is, did the young 
man punch holes in the bill? He claims 
that he did not, and in this statement he 
is corroborated by Dr. Mozely; but Mr. 
Roberts claims the holes were punched in 
the paper, and even after he advised the 
man to desist. 

Mr. Roberts will appear in the criminal 
branch of the city court to have investi- 
gated the charges of an assault to mufrder, 
and Dr. Mozely will be charged with as- 
sault and battery. 

Mr. E. M. Nourse, who was mentioned in 
an aiternoon paper in connection with the 
difficulty, says he had nothing whatever 
to do with it, save in the capacity of at- 
torney. He is with Rosser & Carter, who 
were emploved by Dr. Mozely, and went 
to Foute’s court for the warrant. He says 
he Knew nothing of the fight, and had 
nothing to do with it.
